In any medical treatise you can 
find a definite statement like this: 
A nerve is irritable at all points in 
its course. 


After all, “nervou3 as a witch” 
doesn’t usually come into the cate- 
gory of actual nervous disease. 
Strange, isn’t it, that the most 
comimon type of nervousness, espe- 
cially among persons who use 
their lack of nerve control as an 
alibi, is found where circumstances 
permit a fairly wide choice of liv- 
ing habits. 

When the trouble seems to grow 
out of a congestion of happenings, 
of having too many people around, 
of cherished plans upset, it is quite 
likely the person complaining has 
entirely too many opportunities at 
hand to indulge his own desires. 
He or she has as a rule chosen too 
many things in which to be inter- 
ested, too much activity. 


The very choice of behavior or 
the lack of necessity leaves one 
without the ‘prod of obligation 

“which so often is helpful in keep- 
ing nerves cn an even balance. On 
the other hand, some unexpected 
responsibility may upset one’s con- 
trol for a time. 

In my own connection, my chief 
problem is an able young man.who 
has been suddenly thrust into a 
responsible and exacting position. 
In spite of his evident qualifica- 
tions he is perfectly sure that the 
authorities over him are going to 
find he has made some glaring 
Mistake in reports, or has com- 
mitted an error in judgment or 
Someone in his office might not 
have done his work exactly. In 
short, he has a genuine case of the 
jitters end we are devoting an im- 
mense amount of affectionate in- 
terest to sympathizing, coddling 
and otherwise encouraging his dis- 
turbed state. 

We come to this point with the 
conviction that most “nervous 
wrecks” get that way not through 
disease but tnrough a combination 
of circumstances which prove irri- 
table and trying beyond the ability 
of the patient to retain control. We 
call these cases neuroses rather 
than nervous diseases.

Crum- 
ble the soft bread from the center 
and blend with the liquid drained 
from 1 can of salmon and the 
meat that has been coarsely flaked 
and freed from skin and bits of 
bone. Add 4 cup finely chopped 
green pepper and % cup minced 
onion that have been sauted light- 
ly in 2 tablespoons melted short- 
ening. Last of all add 1 egg beaten 
until light. and salt and pepper to 
taste. Stuff the bread case with the 
salmon mixture and top with a 
long slice of bread that fits like a 
lid. Brush this with butter. Bake 
in a moderate oven 30-40 minutes. 

Shrimp-Mushroom Croquettes 

Saute 1 cup either canned or 
cooked fresh shrimp cut into small 
pieces and 1 cup sliced mushrooms 
in 3 tablespoons melted shortening 
until delicately browned. Add 1 
cup boiled rice, 1 teaspoon salt and 
a few grains pepper. Melt 2 table- 
spcens butter in a saucepan, add 
4 tablespoons flour and mix to a 
smooth paste. Add 1 cup) milk 
slowly and cook, stirring con- 
stantly until very thick. Combine 
the sauce with the first mixture. 
Chill. Form into small cone-shaped 
croquettes and roll in fine, dry 
crumbs, then in beaten egg to 
which 1 tablespoon water has been 
added, then again in the crumbs. 
Fry in deep fat until light brown. 
Drain on unglazed paper. 

Baked Cheese and Eggplant 


Peel 1 large eggplant, cut in 14- 
inch slices and soak in salted water 
for 1 hour. Drain, dry the slices 
and dip each in flour that has been 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Saute until light brown in melted 
shortening. Stack on a baking dish 
with 1 tablespoon tomato soup and 
a generous sprinkling of grated 
cheese. Bake for 10 minutes in a 
very hot oven. Surround with 
grilled tomato halves or baked 
stuffed tomatoes.

Woman’s Obligation 


The report also expresses the 
belief that the law should be 
changed. Now it is the husband 
only who is obligated to support 
the wife. The wife has no obliga- 
tion to support her husband—no 
legal obligation, that is. I am sure 
many wives would feel it a moral 
obligation. 


In fact, the thought occurs to 
me that there is no such law be- 
cause the lawmakers thought it 
unnecessary, women being what 
they are. Whatever else they may 
be, as a rule they are not shirkers 
of responsibility. Or are they? I 
will admit there may be a great 
difference of opinion on this score. 
Nevertheless my opinion stands— 
and is based on my personal en- 
counters with women. 


There may be solvent wives who 
would allow insolvent husbands to 
go on relief, but I cannot help but 
think that such wives are in the 
minority and that even the minor- 
ity are actuated by what, I am 
sure, they consider good and suffi- 
cient cause. Many a husband is 
forced to support a wife he be~ 
lieves should have no claim on 
him, which makes ne wonder 
whether the law should not work 
both ways. } 


Every so often the idea is ad- 
vanced that unwanted husbands, 
like unwanted wives, should be 
paid off and given an allowance in 
the form of alimony. I have a 
sneaking suspicion that this sys- 
tem is practiced, if not publicized. 
Among the moneyed contingent— 
and they are the ones who do 
most of the divorcing —it seems 
reasonable to suppose that many 
women believe it’s worth a good 
stiff sum to rid herself of an un- 
desirable mis-mate.
